Students will be able to 
register under the TJC/UT Tyler 
partnership in September 1995, 
Special Projects Director Dr. 
Lynda Gunter said. 

This agreement will 
create an educational partnership 
which will utilize the faculty, staff, 
programs, equipment, facilities 
and other resources of the two 
colleges of Tyler to benefit stu¬ 
dents. 

“The partnership will 
give students continuity from one 
campus to another,” Gunter said. 

The proposed partner¬ 
ship would allow for a continuous 
educational process utilizing both 
colleges facilities. The idea of the 
agreement is to create the oppor¬ 
tunity for students to remain in the 
East Texas area and partake of a 
continuous education through as¬ 
sociate, baccalaureate, and 
graduate degrees. 

The partnership steering 


committee will be a pairing up of 
academic officials from both col¬ 
leges with each campus having its 
own liaison official. These offi¬ 
cials, Falzone, interim vice- 
president for academic affairs, and 
Gunter, will work with steering 
committees to solve the problems 
that will arise. 

The steering committee 
will address situations like park¬ 
ing, course prerequisites, sched¬ 
ules, four-year baccalaureate de¬ 
gree plans and assorted “bugs” in 
the integration of the two col¬ 
leges.” These problems are very 
different since the schools are not 
on the same campus.” Falzone 
said. 

Students will be able to 
use the learning resource centers 
from both campuses, as well as 
other facilities, services and ac¬ 
tivities. 

Possibilities for a trans¬ 
portation system to move students 
between the two institutions and 
special vehicle parking arrange¬ 
ments are being discussed. 

“Registration for both 


campuses will be much easier,” 
Gunter said. 

Early counseling and aca¬ 
demic advising from both cam¬ 
puses will prevent students from 
taking unnecessary courses. It will 
allow students to work toward the 
completion of an associate’s or 
bachelor’s degree without delay. 

An integrated scholar¬ 
ship and financial aid program for 
eligible partnership students is also 
in the agreement. 

Class scheduling will be 
coordinated to meet student and 
faculty needs. 

“The partnership is now 
getting underway,” Gunter said. 

The first meeting about 
the partnership was Sept. 15. 

The staff and depart¬ 
ments from TJC and UT Tyler 
involved in the implementing of 
this agreement are: Falzon and 
Gunter, co-chairmen of the task 
force, instructional deans, depart¬ 
ments of admissions, student af¬ 
fairs and financial aid and scholar-

Fall degree application deadline nears 

The deadline for applying for fall degrees is Oct 3, Registrar’s Staff 
Technician Denny Yarbrough said. Everyone who plans to graduate must com¬ 
plete a degree application and return it to the registrar’s office by this date. 

The application is a simple form that be completed in just a few minutes. It 
asks for the “major code “ to be chosen from a list on the back of the application, 
but the codes did not get printed. Due to this oversight the registrar’s office staff 
will fill in the code, Yarbrough said. 

Applications may be picked up and returned to the registrar’s office in White 
Administrative Services Building. A fee of $15 is required to pay for the diploma 
and cover, and the cap and gown if the student wishes to participate in the 
graduation ceremony. The student needs to be prepared to pay when the applica¬ 
tion is turned in. 

No graduation ceremony is planned in the fall, but fall graduates can 
participate in the next spring ceremony. The registrar’s office staff needs to be 
informed if this is desired, Yarbough said.

“But I still have to 
leave the room occasionally and count 
to 10,” Sansom said. 

And when people teach chil¬ 
dren ballet, they also experience the 
children’s parents. Sansom said this 
area can be difficult because many par¬ 
ents, nervous for their children, do not 
know what to expect It is the first time 
for some parents and many are not 
ready for the rules she has set for them. 

First of all, Sansom requires, 
parents may not be in the auditorium 
while children practice. They must be 
sure their child is dressed properly. 
Finally, and often hardest to swallow, 
parents cannot see the child in costume 
until the child appears on stage. 

“Seeing the child on stage for 
the first time is part of the magic,” 
Sansom said. 

One parent is not nervous at all. 
Dick Davis has become a veteran on the 
ballet scene. Both of his daughters, 
Lauren 12 and Molly, 9, have been in 
ballet for years and have performed in 
“The Nutcracker.” 

Lauren has studied ballet for 


seven years, Davis said. She hopes to 
go to college on a dance scholarship. 

“I hope my daughters [take 
ballet] as far as they want to. Both have 
potential,” Davis said. 

He no longer gets worried when 
his children audition for a ballet be¬ 
cause he has grown accustumed to the 
pressure. 

“I don’t worry about. If they 
are good enough, they’ll make it. If not, 
they’ll try again later,” Davis said. 

Sansom said no matter how 
long the children remain interested in 
ballet, they can benefit from it. Ballet 
gives them awareness of how their body 
works, teaches them poise, posture, and 
grace, builds confidence and gives chil¬ 
dren a sense of self-esteem. 

Children, though, are certainly 
not all Sansom has to work with. Danc¬ 
ers in “Nutcracker” range from 6 to 45 
years old. 

“The Nutcracker” will be per¬ 
formed at 8 p.m. Dec. 2 and 3 and2 p.m. 
Dec. 4. Tickets which cost $5 will go on 
sale the first week in November at a 
location to be determined.

A continuous art ex¬ 
hibit will showcase the works 
of different faculty members, 
students and ex-students in the 
new display arches in front of 
the art program area on the 
first floor of Jenkins Hall. Art 
Director Christopher Stewart's 
work opens this series and will 
remain on display through Sep¬ 
tember. 

“These works are sam¬ 
plings from my whole body of 
work. We thought it would be 
a good idea to introduce my¬ 


self and the new building,” 
Stewart said. 

This cross section of 
six works is drawn from dif¬ 
ferent series and different peri¬ 
ods of Stewart’s life. 

“I Once Drew Spikes 
and Grenades, Now I Fish,” is 
an oil pastel which Stewart 
describes as a “transition 
piece.” It was completed after 
he left West Texas to pursue a 
master’s degree in printmaking 
at the University of Nebraska. 

This piece the begin¬ 
ning of a series in which he 
exploredthemes of fish and 
Oriental style art. “Francis 
Chooses a Pet” is a woodcut 
which combines the objects of 
this focus along with “Francis,” 
his family dog. 


“This piece has a tum¬ 
bling, vertical effect like Ori¬ 
ental art I had been looking at,” 
Stewart said. 

Moving into a more ab¬ 


stract realm, “Relic” combines 
oil pastel and oil and spray 
paint. 

“It’s a combination of 
different ideas and symbols. 
I’m mixing specific with non¬ 
specific texture,” he said, 

"Interlope" is a mixed 
media work “on the edge of 


abstract.” 

“It’s a abstracted land¬ 
scape which I made during the 
Persian Gulf War. . . out of 
images we were seeing and 
hearing at that time,” he said. 

“Illumination” and 
“Illustration,"two woodcuts 
are "kind of autobiographical." 


An Experiment in Learning 

Jones throws away the book

Dr. Peter Jones has thrown 
away the customary textbook 
in his History 2311 class. The 
students in his Western Civi¬ 
lization of Medieval Times 
are writing a new book. 

Hoping students will leave 
his class with skills needed 
for a successful future, Jones 
said, “This is an experiment 
to attempt to get students more 
involved in the learning pro¬ 
cess. I will not be the tradi¬ 
tional instructor, but will fa¬ 
cilitate students.” 

The motive of this experi¬ 
mental method was to open 
up creativity and thinking 
among students. Jones also 
wants students to learn some¬ 
thing that can be carried away 
from school and taken into 
the workplace. 

The class was divided into 
groups of four students. Each 
group is assigned a different 
chapter of medieval history. 
Each chapter is divided into 
sub-topics and each student 
writes 10-page papers on two

subtopics. Subtopics include 
political and social structure, 
philosophy, religion, law, art, 
the economy, science, technol¬ 
ogy and literature. 

Each group’s papers have 
different due dates. The first 
were due Sept. 9. Students will 
receive a copy of each paper to 
use in studying for the mid¬ 
term. The mid-term will con¬ 
sist of information only found 
in the papers. During class stu¬ 
dents will discuss the papers 
with Jones and ask questions. 

“This process seems like it 
will teach us skills we don’t 


normally find in our regular 
classes. I’m excited about 
being a guinea pig for Dr. 
Jones,” Sophomore Jan 
Marler said.
